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Changes In Milk Regulations For the 


North Texas Area to Be Discussed At 


Meeting In Dallas on January 18th. 


Dallas, birthplace of federal 
control of ti e North Texas milk 
supply, will be the scene Jan. 
18 of new arguments between 
3,110 dairy owners who supply 
Dallas and Fort Worth and »he 
plants which process and distri­ 
bute that milk. 
At stake are changes in regu­ 
lations 
controlling 
the 
more 
than 50,000,000 pounds of milk 
consumed every 30 days in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area. 
The opposing, groups, 
each 
with legal counsel seek amend­ 
ments to the federal milk order 
which now applies to 40 North 
Texas counties. 
The hearing will start at 9:30 
a.m. at Hotel Dallas under su­ 
pervision of The United States 
Departinnt of 
Agriculture. 
A 
USDA representative will be on 
the bench. 
The chief amendment sought 
by the milk distributors is one 
which would lower the price of 
Class I (bottled) in the Dallas- 
Fort Worth market. 
The North Texas 
Producers 
Association, spokesmen for the 
milk cow owners, want a change 
in the basis on which payments 
for milk are made, 
P^ach side will ask a number 
other changes in the federally- 
administered rules. 
At Arlington, J.* O. Woodman, 
NTPA manager, said his group 
would propose a change in the 
base payment plan. At present, 
he said, payments for milk pro­ 
duced in April, May and June 
are computed on a “base” es­ 
tablished by production during 
October, November, December, 
and January. 


The NTPA wants this base 
period shortened to October, No­ 
vember and December, (exclud­ 
ing and January) 
and 
prices 
computed from the base set in 
these three months “to become 
operative” for a longer period— 
March, April, May, 
June 
and 
July. 
I 
The distributors 
(or 
hand-1 
lers) want the Class 
I 
price I 
lowered by reducing the prse- j 
ent $2.20 differential for nine i 
months out of the year to $2 per | 
IOO, and the present $2 differ-; 
ential for April, May and June 
reduced 
to 
$1.80 
per 
IOO 
pounds. 
Th distriDutors also want the 
Class II 
(surplus) 
price 
re­ 
duced and other changes in the 
federal regulations, including a 
longer base period as opposed 
by the producers. 
The distributors or handlers 
want the operation of the fed­ 
eral order expanded to include 
more counties, adding Navarfo, 
Henderson, 
VanZandt, 
Gregg, 
Upshur, Smith, Cherokee, Rusk, 
Morris, Titus and Red River in 
Texas and Choctaw and McCur­ 
tain in Oklahoma. 
Woodman said the milk pro­ 
ducers would contend, that be­ 
cause of the drouth, a reduction 
in the price of 
bottled 
nr^ilk 
“can’t be justified.” 
He said there “has been a I 
sharp increase” in the demand! 
for milk in North Texas during 
the past three months, and add­ 


ed: '‘About 150 producers have 
gone off of this market during 
the last year and higher prices 
have lured some of the North 
Texas milk supply to Houston 
and 
to 
the 
Abilene-Lubbock 
area of West Texas.”

New Social Security 


Act Adds 14,000 


In This District 


Some 14,000 persons in this 
area 
are 
covered 
under 
1954 
amendments to the Social Se­ 
curity law which became effect­ 
ive January I. 
The vast m ajority of this num­ 
ber—over ’13,000, are autom ati­ 
cally obliged to join the Social 
Security program . Some 400 more 
are entitled to added benefits of 
the program . 
The biggest group added is 
self-employed farm ers. There are 
about 7,500 such persons in this 
11-county district. 
Also covered for the first time 
are: 
Some 2,400 household employes 
who are paid over $50, regardless 
of the number of days worked 
during the year. 
About 2,900 farm employes who 
are paid over $100, regardless of 
the number of days worked. 
Perhaps 200 public accountants, 
funeral 
directors 
and 
profes­ 
sional engineers. 
The Social Security program is 
also open to any m inister who 
cares to join. There is believed to 
be about 300 in this area that 
will apply. 
The program is also elective to 
state and local employes, on a 
group basis. This includes school 
teachers, state hospital employes, 
city and county employes, and 
the like. 
Before they can join, however, 
Governor Shivers m ust authorize 
each group individually to hold 
an election on the issue. 
New benefits go to persons in 
three classifications: 
Beneficiaries 
who 
were 
dis­ 
abled six m onths or more before 
filing a claim, and who can now 
have their claims refigured on 
the basis of salary before disable­ 
ment. There are between IOO and 
150 such persons in this area. 
Persons over 72 years of age 
and still working, who are en­ 
titled to full benefits even though 
they are working. Last year such 
benefits w ere available only after 
age 75. There are between 75 and 
IOO such persons in this district 
now qualified for this new bene­ 
fit. 
In the third group are working 
persons between 65 and 72, who 
receive added payments on the 
basis of how much under $2,080 
they make.

God Is Spirit 
The Greek of John 4:24 can be 
translated just as correctly “God 
is Spirit” as “God is a Spirit,” and 
scholars mostly believe the first 
translation 
better 
conveys 
the 
meaning. This does not mean you 
can turn the sentence around and 
say 
“Spirit is God.” 
You are 
spirit, but you are not God. The 
great dividing line in existence is 
not between spirit and m atter, It 
is between the one, 
the only, 
Creator - Spirit, God on the one 
side; and created-spirit and cre- 
ated-m atter, on the other side. As 
Creator-Spirit, we can be sure of 
some facts about God. One is that 
he is not and does not have a 
physical body. If he had a body 
he would (like all bodies) have to 
be in only one place at one time. 
If he had a body he would be 
limited by his body as we all are. 
But being Spirit he can be, and 
is, 
everywhere. 
Because he is 
Spirit, Paul can say he is not far 
from each one of us . . . in him 
we live and move and are. 
God Is Father 
j 
The 
Old 
Testam ent 
tells 
us 
much about God, but the New 
Testament tells us more. It is only 
rarely that God is called “Father” 
in the Old Testament, but in the 
New, we find Jesus using the word 
I “F ather” about God more than 
any other one word. There is a 
sense in which God is Father of 
I all men—a more intim ate sense in 
i which God is Father of Christ and 
of Christians. Consider the words 
which would have been just as 
easy to use in beginning the Lord’s 
I Prayer: O creator . . . O Lord 
Most High . . . Almighty God . . . 
j King of Kings . . . Judge of all 
the earth . . . But Jesus passes by 
all those and teaches us to say 
simply “Our F ath er” when we 
speak to the Almighty. 


The Father and I Are One 
Most important, most distinc­ 
tively Christian, of all truths that 
we learn about God in the Bible, 
is summed up in Jesus’ words: 
“The Father and I are one.” The 
original Greek shows that Jesus 
did not mean to say he and his 
Father are one person, one indivi­ 
dual; but he did m ean to say that 
if we want to see God we must 
look into the face and into the mind 
and heart of Jesus. As Paul later 
said, we see the glory of God in 
the face of Jesus Christ. Chris­

given 
great 
thought to these things are agreed 
that any idea of God, any notion 
we m ay have about him, must be 
brought to the test of Jesus Christ.
